OSHTAUJ described as wise guy, 
trouble maker, off icer-bil ter, revoJ ter against authority, 
felt he was one of few actually awaie of world affairs. 
Attitude, however, never resulted in any official 
adralnistra tive action agilnst him according to DONOVAN. 
OSWALD depen<lable on assignments, r^imained to himself 
during slack periods reading and studying. Fellow 
officer who knew subject reporled to DONOVAN that .subject 
was out of his mlrd, a nut on politics. Stewardess who 
dated OSWALD told DONOVAN sub.je^'t real nut. OSWALD’S 
assignment with VACS *9 give him accijss to secret radio 
franuencles, call slgad ird codes wiiich were compromised 
and changed at time *)f his defection. Other military 
knowledge available to OSWALD In same position set forth. 
Interview of Mrs. SYLVIA !R)KE, sister of RUTH PAINE, set 
forth. PAINE visited HOKE arouid last Labor Day, indicated 
her plan to pick up suhjcjct’s vvlfe, MARINA, la New Orleans; 
told HOKE that MARINA wanted to leave subject since he was 
not .supporting the larally. Subject described as ’’jerk.”

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JOI^JlJ.DONOViVN, 3009 Belmont Road, N.W., 
Waslii.uyjton, D.C., a ph*/slcs instructor at Ascension 
Academy, Alexaidrta, VirKinia, advised that as a 
U,S. ferine Corps Officer be* was Section Coirouander of 
LEE H.\RVEY OSWALD during the period March to September, 
1959. Both were attacherl to the Counter Air Operations 
Center (CAOC) with Marini Air Cor.trol Squadron 9 (MACS-9), 
U,S. Marire Corps (USMC). Santa Am, _ Calif ornla . OSWALD 
was a Private and DONOV^AN was the Assistant Opera tions 
Officei*. DONOYAN described OSWVLD as a wise guy who 
went out of his way to annoy people; as revolting against 
ary kind of puthorlty and through this attitude expelllrfg 
himself from society. OSWALD ielt he was or.e of a 
miaority who actually what was happe.iirg in world 

affairs, particularly in the field of politics. OSWALD 
was a i of f icer-ba i t irig t rouh len* iker who used his superior 
knowledge of world political situations to trap unwary 
officers. 



DONOVAN said OSWAIiO was clop<indable on watch 
during his performance of duties with the CAOC crew such as 
radar seaming operations. Ho believed OSWALD^ s position 
would be classified as Opciatlo«\s Man in an MACS unit. 
DONOVAN’S association with OSWALD was genera I ly on a daily 
basis and while both assigned to the CAOC, MACS-9, on the 
West Coast. DONOVAN mentioned that in slack periods, 

OSWALD rarely associated with other monibers of the crew, 
spent time reading history bo()^s, magazines and a Russian 
“ewspaper, nsme urkr.owni. OSHMU also studied the Russian 
language. DONOVAN said that although OSWALD was an officer 
baiter, he was never dirr.tly J isultlr.g to same although they 
sensed that he held Itio/n Iri lit f ie csteom for the most part. 
DONOVAN lever h.id nor did to kr >v/ of any trouble in his 
association v'ith OSWALD vl>i-h i-.Hiuirod admlnl sti at ive action, 
such tliat it would r»o^* = d Ln Lis j'ecord. DONOVAN stated 
that some of thn iren ac.tujlly liked a“d respected OSWALD 
because he was ible to beck up some of his officer-baiting 
accomplishments vitb. blu lleJ k’ iwledgo of the facts in the 
political problem or hlstjrlc\* ciue.stloA which he used to 
bait his traj>.

TP.A1L, told hin that THAU, was officer of the Day in 
Japn x wher. OSWALD get Irto tn>uhle there over his having 
been Ji'U'xk air.d c irsing oil a Sergeant, and not an officer 
as reported in ix December 2, I9d3, article in the Washington 
D.C., "Eveaifg Star' r.ew ipaper reporting an interview of 
DONOVAN.

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also kr.ew the displacement of most military squadrons of all 
services on the Tiest Coast, the ntimber and type aircraft 
of all services on the West Coast, the ranges and locations 
of radar control sites of all services on the West Coast, 
and kr.ew the piactical effective ranges as distinguished 
from theoretical or book ranges on all radar sets in the 
» USMC. DONOVAN stated that OSWAIJ^'s position required, a 
secret clearance, that access to the location in which they 
operated was gained by presen t.i 1 1 »)n of appropriate 
credp'^tials to the guard o*i duty. 

DONOVAN stated that OSWALD never actually presented 
his political views regarding this country or Russia. 

DONOVAN stated that he knew nothing about a statement In 
the Washington, D.C., newspap<3r ’’Evening Star” article 
previously referred to which reported him as knowing about 
a court martial for OSWALD on not reporting that OSWALD 
owned a pistol. He said he did lot know where the reporter 
obtained this Information for he knew nothing of any interest 
in gusis on the part of OSWALD. 

DONOVAN stated tfiat the following persons would 
know OSWALD well: 

1. ROBERT BLOCK. USMC, presently with MACS-9 
at Santa Aaa, California BLOCK w«as Operations Officer 
dutiig the period DONOVAN was Asj Istaiit Operations Officer 
of CAOC, MACS-9, ard as such OSWAJJ)'s over-all 
superior . 



2, CAMEIJUS (phono tic) BROWN, a Negro Staff 
Serg^Aiiit, UfMC, believed to be stationed at the Helicopter 
Base, New River, Noi th Carol lia, with MACS-5, or can be 
located through Camp Lejeuae*. BROWN was OSWALD’S crew 
chief part-time when both were wi tli Bl\CS-9. 

3. EUGENE UOLMPER.G (or HCLMriUUG) , Warrant 
Officer, USMC, present ly an Airi>«»r;:e Radar Observer with 
the USMC F4H Sqvadion in the San Diego area. HOl^MBERG was 
then Staff Sergeant and alsc» a crow clilef of OSWALD with 
RACS-9.

4. WILLIAM K. TRAIL, South Eborhardt Street. 
Chicago, Illinois, employed by North American Insurance 
Cotnpauy, Chicago, as claims adjustor. TRAIL was a former 
officer In the USMC. DONOVAN believed TRAIL and OSWALD both 
together ? ith MACS- 1, Atsugi, Japan, probably from 
December, 1D57, to January, 1959, and that TRAIL should 

• know people who knew OSWALD in Japan. 

5. OWEN DEw^ANOVICH (phonetic), formerly of the 
VSMC in the same crew with OSWALD at MACS-9 and also lived 
ia the rar;e barracks area as OSWALD. DEJANOVICH was 
preser*tly living in Chicago and DONOVAN believed that he 
could be j'exdlly renct’eil i rom the Chicago phone book. 

DONOVAN suggested DEJAflOVlCM be interviewed 
co^'cerning a Marine whose name DONOVAN could only recall 
as BFE/iER a’iid whc»m he desc'rlbed as a short football player 
whom DEJANOVICH would riiadlLy recall. DONOVAN pointed out 
that BEEZER*s sister, whose first name was ROSE, was an 
airline stewardess who dated OSWALD once or twice and who 
is previously described lierBln. DONOVAN believed that 
BECZER introduced OSWAI^D to his sister, doubted that 
BEEZFR would perform such an action if there was anything 
wro'tg with OSWAFJ) In nny jcfspoct.
